SUBSCRIPTION 
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SCHOOL ELECTION LIVELY 


While the news columns will contain 
the story of the school election held in 
Richmond yesterday, we desire to say a 
few words about it editorially, for it de- 
serves it, being a most important subject. 

There, were two school trustees to elect, 
and up to the middle of the afternoon the 
present incumbents, W. S. MeRacken and 
H. W. Mergenthal, were the only candi- 
dates for the position. In the afternoon, 
however, a number of the women mein- 
bers of the Richmond Club got together 
and concluded that as they especially de- 
of the school 
board they would spring a dark horse 
candidate at the last moment and_ see 
what, if anything, could be done about it. 
Accordingly, they got real busy along 
about 3 or 4 o’eclock, and at 6 o’clock 
when the polls closed they had polled 
nearly a hundred votes for their eandi- 
date, Mrs. J. B. Ogborn. The movement 
in Mrs Ogborn’s favor started too late to 
accomplish very much, but at that the la- 
dies did very well, considering that they 
had less than three hours to do it in. 

Mrs. Ogborn’s vote was 94 aside from 
El Cerrito, and every one of them seems 
to have been taken from Mergenthal, as 
MeRacken got nearly as much as both the 
other two combined. 

The News will have to hold in this in- 
stance that the women of Richmond, or 
of any other city, are just exaetly right 
in desiring and demanding that at least 
one woman be on a school board. Why 
not?» If any man around here has any 
valid argument to offer against this logic, 
we should be pleased to hear it. 

Richmond has some of the smartest 
women around this bay region, or any 
other old region, except the infernal re- 
gion, and they are entitled to recognition. 
Kspecially are they entitled to recognition 
when it comes to school matters, or any 
other matters peraining to children, for 
if the mother should not be heard in re- 
gard to the welfare of the child, then who 
in the wide world should? In point of 
fact the womerf®are very modest in thei 
demands. If we were them we should 
demand two members instead of one, and 
come pretty near making it stick. 

There is not a man in this town that 
knows any more than some of our women 
do, and a thousand or more who do not 
know half as much. The women are en- 
titled to one place on any school or educa- 
tional board, and if they had made known 
their desire to the News in time we should 
have taken pleasure in going right 
straight, to the bat for them in the matter. 

We did not know until nearly 5 o'clock 
last evening that Mrs. Ogborn was a can- 
didate to represent the women, but went 
right out and voted for her, and don’t 
care who knows it. She is a mighty good 
woman, and thoroughly honest and capa- 
ble. The News is sorry it was not known 
two weeks ago, and hopes that next time 
it will be. 


HAVE YOU BOUGHT A DOUGHNUT? 


Say, folks, do you know that there isa 
possibility of Richmond falling dewn on 
its $5,000 Salvation Army quota?

NO TIME TO QUIT, YET 


Some wit has coined the term ‘‘I’m-

We ean 
go to the shops and purchase what we 
need with clear consciences. But the man 
who wastes or resumes his old careless 
attitude about the future is making a mis- 
take.
